Pope Pius Calls For Brotherhood 
Of All Men In Address To Diplomats

Vatican City—His Holiness Pope Pius XII told diplo- 
mats of 38 countries accerdited to the Holy See that the Vat- 
ican, though small territorially and without armed force, 
stands as “a citadel of peace and reconciliation amidst the 
grave events of the present and as a great hope for the 


future.“ 


Responding to the collective 
New Lear's greeting of the diplo- 
mats, the Holy Father said: “The 
Vatican’s peace potential is incal- 
culabe. 

“It is Our hope, founded in the 
aid of God, Ruler and Friend. of 
Peace, to witness the rais- 
ing of this peace potential until 
it becomes wholly effective for the 
benefit of all peoples.” 

The Holy Father told the diplo- 
mats that as eye witnesses they 
are able to form, “a clear and just 
idea of the essential motives guid- 
ing Our .intentions, actions and ef- 
forts.” “Better than others,” he 
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said, “you can sense the joy that 
would be Ours if the Holy Year 
marked a starting point for a new 
orientation of hearts and souls, and 
a return to exact understanding of 
true foundations of a peace assur- 
ed in social life and international 
relations.” . 

“After the painful experiences 
of the past,” the Holy Father said, 
“there now arises among all peo- 
ples and nations a yearning for 
rapprochement, and for a spiritual 
oP pee among all men of good 
will.”

Another economic system, His 
Holiness declared, starts “from the 
same mistaken premises” and 
takes “a downward path in an- 
other direction.” It is character- 
ized by “contempt for dignity of 
the human person, the denial of the 
most sacred and fundamental 
freedoms, the domination of a 
single class over the others, the 
enslavement of all persons and 
property in a totalitarian state.” 


Addressing those who suffer 
from social injustice, the Pope 
said: “You are rightfully solici- 
tous for your daily bread and a 
suitable home which are indispens- 
able for your maintenance and that 
of your families.

Yugoslav Reds 


Continue War 
On Catholicism 


Genoa — (NC) — Continuing re- 
perts from Yugoslavia concerning 
the persecution of Catholic priests 
have been climaxed with the news 
that the Rev. Anton Cule has been 
arrested by communist police. He 
was arrested two weeks ago in his 
parish near Mostar. 


Father Cule’s arrest recalls the 
fate of his two brothers. Bishop 
Peter Cule of Mostar was con- 
demned by a people’s court in July, 
1948, and sentenced to eleven years 
in prison. He was charged with 
collaboration with occupying. forces 
and with working against the 
Yugoslav government. Another 
brother, a layman, was murdered 
by communist partisans in 1945, 
because he was a Bishop’s brother. 

Observers here emphasize that 


the increased number of priests ar- 
rested and condemned by the Yu- 


goslav communists is clear proof 


that there has been no let up in 
the persecution of the Church in 
Yugoslavia.

XPECTING a pastor never to talk about money in church is 
exactly like expecting the father and mother of a large family 
never to talk about it at home.

But. there are few fathers and mothers, and fewer pastors, who 
find themselves supplied as plentifully with cash as with oxygen: 
And it is usually the things we most need about which we do the 
most talking. 


For myself, I like to hear the pastor talk about money, within 
reason. And I would define “within reason” as the amount of 
talk necessary to balance the parish budget. 1 prefer to know how 
the finances are coming along. If the bills are all paid and there 
is a surplus, I feel a certain vested interest and a certain good 
pride. After all, I did my bit to bring about the success. And 
if the church is hard up—if the pastor’s automobile has reached 
the point where it might let me die without the Sacraments, or if 
the Sisters are cranky with the children because they’re not get- 
ting enough to eat or do not have decent housing—I want to do 
something about it.

Thoughtful Americans, even if 
not Catholics in belief or in sym- 
pathy, recognize the zealous spirit 
behind our great cathedrals. James 
Russell Lowell, for instance, was a’ 
descendant of Puritan ancestors, 
although riot himself allied to any 
particular denomination. Great 
critic, essayist, poet, and diplomat- 
ist that he was, he wrote his long- 
est and most ambitious poem in 
honor of the Cathedral of Chartres. 
Speaking of its wonderful stainéd- 
glass windows, he wrote: 

I gaze round on the windows, pride 
of France!

He notes, too, that in an age 
when heavy transportation was not 
an easy task, the good folk of

You will also recall that Ruskin, 
an English artist who was not a 
Catholic, described the cathedral of 
Amiens under the title of The Bible 
of Amiens, because essentially the 
whole story of Redemption con- 
tained in the Bible was re-told in 
the magnificent sculptures of that 
great church. You will recall, too, 
how Andrew Lang, the Scotch 
author, who was not a Catholic, 
declared that the cathedrals of 
Scotland were of enormous value

mere material structures, with the 
sacred narrative re-written in the 
sculptures and stained-glass win- 
dows, were like Bibles for every 
passer-by. 


Worth Any Cost 


In view of this biblical back- 
ground which has been so briefly 
stated, and in view also of the culti- 
vated outlook of men like Ruskin, 
Lowell and Lang, Catholics feel 
that they need hardly mind an oc- 
casional voice .raised in adverse 
criticism of the cost of a church. 


One writer, for instance, a few 
years ago complained of what he

Before that critic wrote, how- 
ever, another critic objected to the 
money that was being spent upon 
the erection of the ‘cathedral in 
Philadelphia. He thought that the 
money ought to have been given to 
the poor, He might have reflected 
that his complaint was that made 
by the traitor, Judas Iscariot, when 
the alabaster box of precious oint- 
ment was lavishly broken in honor 
of Christ. 


We ought not to deal meanly 
with Almighty God. His objection 
could be countered by the com- 
plaint made by James Russell Low- 
ell against the American churches 
which he referred to as built of 
“deal and paint, or brick mock 
pious with a marble front.” But it 
was the Bishop of Philadelphia who 
justly answered his critic, by re- 
minding him that the money spent 
on the cathedral was going to the 
poor workmen who were building 
it—for the poor wish to earn their 
living, not desiring to be pau 
ized by a continual system of char- 
itable doles.

}OSITALS conducted by Lutherans, Methodists, Episcopa- 
lians and a few others, usually become the burden of the 


church people. Funds are collected with which to erect these 


institutions and if they run deficits the church members are 


expected to shoulder them. 


It is the same with denominational boarding schools. 


Funds are collected from the 


people ‘with which to build them, 
and thereafter to maintain them. 


We know of a single Protestant 
parish which was taxed many 
thousands last year for one of its 
colleges. We read recently that a 
single Synod of Lutherans, which 
counts a little over 1,000,000 mem- 
bers, is coHecting from these peo- 
ple more than $6,000,000.00 to re- 
build and to make additions to their 
colleges and seminaries. That 
amount of money represents $4.00 
per capita or $16.00 per family. 
A comparable tax on all Catholics 
in the United States, for the opera- 
tion of their colleges and universi- 
ties, for keeping them in repair, 
and adding to the number of build- 


ings, would be more than $100,- 
000.00. 

But in the Catholie Church Re- 
ligious Orders of men and women 
finance their academies, colleges 
and universities without recourse 
to the Catholic people of the nation. 
They build these institutions, and 
should they operate at a loss, it is 
their own affair. Most of them do 
operate at a loss. 


There is a collection taken up 
annually on the first Sunday of 
Advent for the Catholic University 
of America in Washington. It has 
never reached $1,000,000.00. That 
means that it costs each Catholic 
less than four cents a year.

‘Why Are Catholic 


Contributions 


Smaller Than Those Of Others ? 


"TODAY funds for the support of the church, parish rectory, 
school and convent, for improvements and repairs, for 


janitor service and insurance, 


for the reduction of indebted- 


ness, are contributed through an Every Sunday Envelope. 
Credit for the introduction of this must be given to Our 
Sunday Visitor. It was the first to recommend that plan as 


a substitute for pew rent and a> 


monthly collection which, jointly, 
never produced one-third as much 
as the method now in use. 


But the reason why Catholics 
contribute less than members of 
Protestant organizations, even 
though they do not attend church 
with any regularity at all, is our 
method of distributing the carton 
of envelopes. In Protestant par- 
ishes the territory is divided into 
small sections, and over each sec- 
tion is appointed a captain who— 
usually — the month of De- 
cember — visits every wage earner, 
married and unmarried, and solicits 
his signature to a pledge to con- 
tribute during the following year 
a definite amount. This sum may 
be paid in weekly installments or 
collected by this captain at the 
home of the individual. 

Practically all Protestant organi- 
zations have been forced to follow 
that plan because many of their 
members do not attend Sunday ser- 
vices any more than a few times a 
year. They could not make their 
contrioutions in church if they do 
not attend church. But their meth- 
od of collection is a better one in 
many ways. In the first place, 
Protestant canvassers reach every 
wage earner even in large cities, 
where people move frequently, be- 
cause the district captains are the 
pastor’s agents to report to him 
when any family moves out of his 
area or any new family moves in. 
In most Catholic parishes envelopes 
reach only those people who will 


either come for the packet of en- 
— or whose address the priest 


The block or district captain 
gets a better pledge by soliciting 
it in person than the pastor would 
receive if he left it to the individ- 
ual to determine for himself what 


he should give. 


Then in most Catholic parishes 
the single pocket envelope is used; 
in most Protestant parishes a dou- 
ble pocket envelope. Hence every 
Sunday the Protestant gives a two- 


fold collection, one for the support 
of his parish church and the other 
towards the support of all the 
works carried on by the denomina- 
tion as such—Home Missions, For- 
eign Missions, the Church’s official 
periodicals, educational and charit- 
able institutions, denominational 
extension work, etc. 


In most Catholic parishes there 
is a special collection taken up for 
the Mission, for the Orphans, for 
the Seminarians, etc., but it is evi- 
dent that the amount contributed 
for the latter causes in one collec- 
tion will not compare with what 
would be given, in smaller amounts, 
in fifty-two collections. 


No parishioner should excuse 
himself from giving merely be- 
cause he has never identified him- 
self to his pastor, or because some- 
body has not come around to solicit 
his contribution. “God loves a 
cheerful giver,” and because He 
loves him, He will repay him a 
hundredfold for what he does, 
prompted by his own faith and 
charity.

“Each March 15,” notes Father

it is fitting to end the day with 
Compline and the Rosary. But 
it is equally true that “Well begun 
is half done.”

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Editorial . 
Plea For Whole And 
Holy Families In U. S. 


ODAY is the Feast of the Holy Family. As soon as you say that 

particular combination of two very simple words, you unconscious- 
ly capitalize them in your mind and there flashes before you a picture 
of Jesus, Mary and Joseph. Knowing the story of the beautiful family 
life at Nazareth, it is easy for us to call this trio “Holy.” 

With the millions of people living in this, our age of progress ‘and 
so-called education, and with all the marriages contracted every day, 
why aren't there more “Holy Families“? Could it be because, com- 
paratively, there are not enough whole families?

It was the first time since the Council has been publishing 
figures on contributions to churches that the total has ex. 
ceeded the billion-dollar mark. The> 


1949 total represents an increase 
of $138,603,682—or 13.6 per cent— 
over 1948. 


Dr. Harty S. Myers, Council sec- 
retary, who compiled the statistics, 
stressed they do not include con- 
tributions by some 200 smaller 
Protestant denominations. Some 
of these, he said, make liberal con-

AMERICANS across the country seem to have been jolted by 
the Pope’s recent address to a group of Italian judges. 
The Holy Father warned against easy divorces. Given a

Catholic Italy has long been a

is legally sanctioned, in spite of 
Papal protests. 

Italian judges are for the most 
part Catholic. They must in rou- 
tine procedure hear applications. 
They need guidance and a warning, 
and undoubtedly when the Union of 
Italian Catholic Jurists—judges 
and lawyers—during their recent 
conference in Rome, made a formal 
visit to the Holy Father, they heard 
just what they desired and expect- 


The official text is before me as 
I write, a long and lofty document 
of some 3,000 words. The vast 
part of it is concerned with the 
morality of legal procedure in gen- 
eral, and only a very small part— 
ten lines at the very end—touches 
on divorce. American correspond- 
ents avidly seized these last few 
lines, which almost alone with edi- 
torial comment reached America.

out of keeping with that re- 
quirement is permissible. When 
there was no place to go, people 
had their recreation in the home, 
and it was innocent recreation. 
The better-disposed among them 
felt it their duty to devote some 
time to the reading of the Bible, 
or a spiritual book, and Sunday 
evening family prayer was the 
ordinary thing. 

Most Catholics do not see the 
inside of a church during the 
week and do very little serious 
praying. If they spend six days 
in this manner and still rob God 
of “His” day, the Sunday, they 
become, of necessity, material- 
minded, filled with worldliness. 
A state of mind of that kind is 
not receptive to grace, much less 
to growth in holiness. 


This year is Holy Year, during 
which Catholics throughout the 
world are expected to become 
more serious-minded, to offer up 
works of penance and repara- 
tion for thetr past negligences 
as well as for their past sins. 
The least they can do is to “give 
the Sunday back to God,” which 
means that they should not mere- 
ly “attend” Mass, but “partici- 
pate in” it with all their heart. 
They should not seek out the 
shortest Mass and feel that they 
have done their full duty to God 
for an entire week. If there be 
services held in the church in the 
afternoon or evening at least one 
or two members of the family 
should attend them. If there be 
no such services, then their 
recreation should be innocent, 
should not provide an occasion 
for sin. Their dates should give 
mutual encouragement. to chaste 
behavior. 


If, after attending Mass, the 
rest of the day be kept less holy 
than a week day, the Command- 
ment of God is most seriously 
violated. 


Your parish church should not 
be regarded as a place to be vis- 
ited by compulsion one half hour 
each week. It should be regarded 
as a spiritual service station of 
God, which it is, for the dis- 
pensing of supernatural things 
day after day. It is the place 
where your real Lover dwells, 
and if you would show yourself 
grateful in return you should 
visit Him frequently.

School 
permits Use Of 
Soviet Bulletin 


Concord, N. H. HA. NC) — 

State Board of Education has ruled 
that Soviet or other totalitarian 
propaganda may be used as part of 
classroom work in New Hampshire 
schools, but Dr. Hilton C. Buley, 
commissioner of education, warned 


that “the utmost discretion must be 
exercised in the study of such 
topics and the manner in which 
subversive propaganda materials 
come to the attention of high 
school students.” 


In a statement of policy to New 
Hampshire educators, the board 
emphasized that propaganda ma- 
terials should be studied by stu- 
dents only under proper super- 
vision of their instructors. The 
Soviet publication in question, 
USSR, Information Bulletin, was 
branded as “obviously subversive 
propaganda.” 


Commissioner Buley declared 
that the great need for students at 
the present time is to recognize 
propaganda as such, when they see 
it. He expressed the belief that ex- 
posure of the facts was the surest 
guarantee of “rejection of all 
forms of totalitarianism by Amer- 
ican youth.” 


(The publication is issued by the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
D. C. The embassy put on a circu- 
lation ‘ampaign recently offering 
the 26 issues of the bulletin in 1950 
for $1. From all parts of the 
country school officials blasted the 
publication as propaganda and 
barred it from school libraries.)

Centennial Of 
New Melleray 
Abbey Observed 


| Dubuqne — (NC) — A Solemn 
Pontifical Mass at Midnight. New 
Year’s Eve in the monastery chapel 


began the celebration of the -cen-

tennial of Our Lady of 
Melleray Trappist Abbey here. 

New Melleray Abbey, twelve 
miles southwest of Dubuque, was 
founded 100 years ago by a band of 
intrepid monks who came to the 
Iowa wilderness from the well 
known Abbey of Mount. Melleray 
in the County of Waterford, Ire- 
land, which in turn was founded by 
a contingent of monks from the 
Abbey of Melleray in France. 

In September, 1849, 15 monks 
embarked from Liverpool, England, 
for New Orleans. Seg ag, Fe the 
Mississippi by boat to buque, 
cholera broke out among the monks 
weakened from fatigue and hard- 
ship, five died of the terrible pesti- 
lence, and were buried on the banks 
of the river. 

Seventy days after leaving Ire- 
land, the little group of monks 
reached Dubuque in December, 
1849, experiencing their first taste 
of lowa’s severe winter, in con- 
trast to the pleasant climate of 
their native Ireland. Also in 
striking contrast was the make- 
shift home on the Iowa prairie 


Ireland. But by the spring of 1850, 
the monks, by their own labor, 
erected and furnished the monas- 
tery. 

Because of recent increases in 
vocations the New Melleray monas- 
tery is experiencing the first hous- 
ing shortage in its history. Since 
the war 25 ex-Gl's and a large 
number of other applicants, more 
than the abbey’s facilities can 
accommodate, even in Trappist 
“comfort,” have been admitted. 
For the first time since the monas- 
tery was founded a century ago it 
has a waiting list of applicants, 
and a financial appeal has gone out 
for aid in a building program. 

When Abbot Eugene Martin, 
0.C.8.0., came to New Melleray 
Abbey in 1920, from ‘Mount Meller- 
ay in Ireland, there were but 20 in 
the community. Today there are 
about 112 members. Weekend re- 
treats bring many laymen to the 
monastery.

The ending of Dutch rule after 
347 years recalls the part Catholics 
have played in the independence 
movement for the 16 states of the 
republic. Indonesians themselves 
recall that shortly after World 
War I, the Jesuit Father Van Lieth 
preached independence to them, 
discrediting reports that the 
Church was inimical to the move- 
ment. 


At that time Father Van Lieth 
was sti tized as a revolutionary 
and leftist, and the Church was ac- 
cused of being the cause of chaos 
then reigning in Indonesia. Dutch 
Calvinists composed what formerly 
amounted to the state church there. 
Yet on Java alone there are 
now 1,500,000 Protestants against 
500,000 Catholics. A report. from 
Indonesia earlier this year, recall- 
ing that Catholicism there dates 
back to St. Francis Xavier’s mis- 
sion to India 400 years ago, and 
that The Hague forbade the Cath- 
olic religion from 1606 to 1807, 
says graphically: 

“However, 
Catholic missionaries were aware 
of their responsibility, and as 
Christ was made man to save our 
souls, the Catholic missionaries 
made themselves Javanese as much 
as possible to save Javanese souls 
and like Father Van Lieth, prepar- 
ed the Indonesians for emancipa- 
tion.” 

The article in the constitution of 
the new republic concerning per- 
sonal liberties proclaims: 

“Everyone has the right to free- 
dom of thought, conscience and re- 
ligion; this right includes freedom 
to change his religion or belief and 
freedom either alone or in com- 
munity with others and in public 
or private to manifest his -reli- 
gion or belief in teaching, prac- 
tice, worship, observance of the 
commandments and prescriptions 
Fand in educating children in the 
faith or belief of their parents.” 

The independence of the United 
States of Indonesia, whose rich 
islands stretch nearly 3,000 miles 
between the Pacific and Indian 
Oceans, has a population of 77, 
000,000, became a fact when Queen 
Juliana of the Netherlands signed

Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate to the United Na- 
tions with the rank of ambassador, 
broadcast this message: “. . . our 
own history .gives us confidence 
that Indonesia will triumph over 
doubts, difficulties and obstacles— 
possibly even more gloriously than 
has my own country.” 


President Philip Murray of the 
CIO cabled the following message 
to President Sukarno of Indonesia: 


“The right of workers to organ- 
ize themselves into free, voluntary 
associations for the purpose of 
promoting their economic and so- 
cial well-being, guaranteed under 
your basic charter, will serve to 
buttress freedom and justice in the 
United States of Indonesia.” 


One tie remains bétween Indo- 
nesia and the Netherlands—the 
Dutch crown.
